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Goldwater’s Image 
Conservative Senator 
Softens Views, Offers 
A Plan to Build GOP

WASHINGTON—Sen. Barry Goldwater and 
his allies are carefully constructing a doctrine 
of “progressive conservatism" as a new plat- 
form for the Republican Party—and possibly 
as_a vehicle for a Goldwater drive for the 
White House in 1964. 

A privately-circulated 29-page manifesto 
composed by the Goldwater wing of the party 
presents a conservative philosophy intended 
to appeal to “that dragooned and ignored in- 
dividual, , The Forgotten American.’ ”’ 

The manifesto’s pronouncements on infla- 
tion, labor, social welfare, higher education, 
foreign policy and other matters still sound 
an incomparably more conservative note than 
the G.O.P. national platform or the recent 
campaign of Vice President Nixon. What's 
more, many of the familiar Goldwater batfle. 
cries gurvive: Federal action against union 
political activity and picket-line violence, op- 
position to admission of Red China to the 
United Nations, abhorrence of Federal budget 
deficits. 

But read the document carefully, and you 
find significant shifting on ideological ground. 
Mr. Goldwater is softening his past condemna- 
tion of Social Security, foreign aid and the 
United Nations. Absent are such longtime 
slogans of Mr. Goldwater and the Republican 
right wing as “right to work’ laws barring 
compulsory unionism, application of the anti- 
trust laws to unions, states’ rights, the prerog- 
atives of management and private property. 

Gone, too, is past conservative insistence on 
a passive role for the Federal Government. 
Instead, the manifesto proposes certain broad 
Federal activity: ‘Inasmuch as the Federal 
Government has by its actions . . . contributed 
substantially to the growth and development 
not only of its own power but to the expansion 
and strength of private organizational power, 
the Republican Party believes that Federal 
Government must begin to consider and adopt 
measures designed to halt this dehumanizing 
trend in our society." 

Regarding hegativism as the chief political 
curse of modern conservatism, the Goldwater 
forces want to meet every liberal program 
with a considerably different conservative 
alternative—even if the alternative involves 
Federal action. Although the fact goes un- 
mentioned in the manifesto, Mr. Goldwater is 
preparing to end his uncompromising opposi- 
tion to the Federal minimum wage, F deral 
aid to education, Federal aid to economically. 
depressed areas and Federal medical care for 
the aged. He won't copy the Eisenhower-Nixon 
or Rockefeller approach of offering scaled- 
down replicas of many Democratic programs, 
but is trying to devise wholly new proposals 
for Federal assistance; these may demonstrate 
the Senator’s turn from rigid conservatism 
more vividly than the manifesto itself. 


Inherent in the Goldwater manifesto is an 
interpretation of last November's vote 180 de- 
grees opposed to the analysis by supporters of 
Gov. Rockefeller and other Republiean liberals. 
The Rockefeller wing argues the overwhelm- 
ing Negro and Jewish vote for Mr. Kennedy 
demonstrates the G.O.P. must redouble its ef- 
forts to woo the minority blocs by battling 
zealously for civil rights. Mr. Goldwater's 
friends believe the election proved the Negro 
and Jewish votes to be irreversibly Demo- 
cratic. Thus, the Senator plans no sweeping 
initiative in the civil rights fields. In fact, the 
manifesto repudiates the 1960 Republican plat- 
form by bucking any tightening of Senate ruies 
against the filibuster—the South's potent weap- 
on in battling civil rights legislation.

While Americans spend $40 
billion a year to protect the

Harvard ‘Liberals’ And

In their denunciations of any and all 
congressional committees that investigate 
communism the “liberals” constantly as- 
sure us that “‘this is a job for the FBI.” 
But when the FBI steps into any contro- 
versy, the “‘liberals’”’ show their true col- 
ors by attacking that agency as well. 

“Operation Abolition’ is a film that 
should be seen by every American, par- 
ticularly college students. 

At Tulane University recently the Cir- 
cle K, Club, a Kiwanis-sponsored service 
group, inaugurated a ‘“‘Citizenship Empha- 
sis’’ program which included showing of 
the “Operation Abolition” film.

Teachers’ salaries have nearly dou- 
bled—up 99.8 per cent—while the 
cost of living index has increased 
23.6 per cent. 

Public school spending by the states 
jumped from $5.8 billion to $15.5 
billion—167.9 per cent—in the de- 
cade. 

School spending per pupil during 
the same time rose from $260.37 to 
$481.48 a year. 

In the face of all the arguments 
that federal aid is necessary to pre- 
serve public education, it appears 
that the states have been doing a pret- 
ty good job for their youth.

Wormser, who, served as Genera] Counsel to the Reece Committee, 

John O'Donnell, columnist in the NEW YORK DAILY NEWS, 
stated on Dec, 21, 1954, that *‘the huge fortunes piled up by such 
industria] giants as John D, Rockefeller, Andrew Carnegie, and 
Henry Ford, are today being used to destroy or discredit the 
free enterprise system which gave them birth,” 

The Reece Committee's investigation of tax-exempt foundations 
revealed that foundation funds are used for political ends, and 
that these tax-exempt foundations concentrated economic power 
and cultural influence in the hands of a class of administrators, 
an elite group which operates outside of democratic processes, 
These foundation administrators, with millions of dollars at their 
disposal, are attempting to shape the fumre of this nation and 
of mankind in the image of their own concepts, Many of the foun- 
dations have interlocking directorates, and thereby are able to 
multiply the power of their influence by pooling the vast funds at 
their disposal, 

The administrators of this vast concentration of millions of

TRAGEDY IN NEW ORLEANS 


(Reprinted from the Indianapolis (Ind.) NEWS) , 


The tragedy which has gripped the city of New Orleans is 
grim testimony to what men can do when they try to coerce one 
another into virtue. 

Under federal pressure to integrate its schools, New Orleans 
was turned into an armed camp. UPI reported: “Carloads of Ne- 
groes roamed the city streets . . . shooting wildly at white pe- 
destrians . . . one white man was shot in the hand by a gang 
of Negroes . . . pedestrians had to dash into shop doorways when 
a car carrying three Negroes careened through downtown streets. 
Police said shots were fired from the car before it overturned . . . 
A Negro with a knife slash across his chest said his attacker was 
a white youth.” 

White students walked out of New Orleans schools. The Legis- 
lature cut off school funds. 

When government action brings events of this sort, it be- 
hooves us all to examine its policies and its objectives with care. 
Is what the federal government wants to do in New Orleans capa- 
ble of attainment? Is its action successful enough to justify the 
destruction of civic order?

THE STATED OBJECT of school integration is to promote 
the welfare of the Negro in the South. The real result has been 
to marshal economic pressures against Negroes, to inflame latent 
prejudice, to incite racial violence. Moreover, it would seem the 
integration effort has-not achieved the explicit point on which the 
entire struggle has been staked. 

Until the Supreme Court decision of May 17, 1954, Southern 
schools were governed by the doctririe that “separate but equal” 
facilities had to be provided for both Negroes and whites. The 
court’ said this was not good enough; from the very fact of being 
schooled in a different building, it ‘argued, Negro pupils would 
perceive the whites did not want to associate with them, and so 
feel discriminated against. “Separate educational facilities,” the 
court concluded, “‘are inherently unequal.” 

The object of all the bitter struggle, therefore, is the psycho-

“*The Communists demonstrated at San Francisco just how power- 
ful a weapon Communist infiltration is. They revealed how it is 
possible for only a few Communist agitators, using mob psycho- 
logy, to turn peaceful demonstrations into riots, Their success 
there must serve as a warning that their infiltration efforts aimed 
not only at the youth and student groups, but also at our labor 
unions, churches, professional groups, artists, newspapers, govern- 
— and the like, can create chaos and shatter our internal secu- 

ty. 

“Throughout the world today, governments are toppling with 
stunning rapidity, Whether large or small, the role Communists 
are playing in these events must not be discounted,

Delegates to the recent American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration convention wholeheartedly planted the roots of 
their doctrine deep in conservative soil, adopting pro- 
posals which might well have come from Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s notebook. 

The farm group, the largest in the United States, 
went on record as opposing further Federal aid for edu- 
cation, called for Jess Federal spending and a balanced 
budget, and demanded a curb on the Supreme Court’s 
tendency to invade the legislative field. In addition, the 
delegates demanded an end to government intervention 
in agriculture, pointing to the election returns as evi- 
dence that the “farm belt” does not favor restrictive 
government programs. 

Among the statements adopted by the farm organ- 
ization, was one which said, “The Farm Bureau believes 
that the centralization of power and authority in the 
Federal government, the movement to socialize Amer- 
ica, the apathy of the American people toward this 
trend ... are among the greatest dangers threatening 
our republic and our system of competitive enterprise.” 

Unlike many large organizations, the farm bureau 
delegates clearly assessed the major problems confront- 
ing our nation, and they proposed realistic solutions. 
Regardless of whether they are enacted, the organiza- 
tion deserves the thanks of all conservative Americans.

No Personal Income Tax? 


A lot of attention has been attracted by the Kennedy “task force” 
suggestion of a temporary 3 or 4 percent point cut in individual 
income taxes aS a recession measure--even though there is no 
suggestion of a commensurate cut in Federal spending to avoid 
deficit financing and increased costly debt. Not many Americans 
may be aware, however, of a very serious and much more sound 
suggestion that the individual income tax be abolished completely 
and permanently as a part of a program which has the virme of 
‘avoiding deficit financing and increased debt. 

We have become so accustomed to the income tax and its con- 
fiscatory rates that it sounds impossible to talk of abolishing it, 
But it could be abolished if the American people really demanded 
the right to spend their own money for their own needs rather than 
have centralized, socialized, welfare state government take it from 
them to spend as it sees fit, 

Lest anyone think the idea of abolishing the personal income tax 
is just a crackpot scheme that somebody has dreamed up, it should 
be noted that the legislamres of Wyoming, Texas, Nevada and. 
Loutsiana have acnially adopted resolutions calling for a “23rd 
Amendment” to the Constimtion to bring about income tax abo- 
lition, And Arizona, Michigan and Mississippi have taken pre- 
liminary steps to do so, 

The proposed constitutional amendment reads: 

“Section 1, The Government of the United States shall not en- 
gage in any business, professional, commercial, financial or in- 
dustrial enterprise except as specified in the Constitution, 

“Section 2. The Constitution or laws of any State, or the laws 
of the United States shall not be subject to the terms of any foreign 
or domestic agreement which would abrogate this amendment, 

“Section 3, The activities. of the United States Government 
which violate the intent and purposes of this amendment shall, 
within a period of three (3) years from the date of ratification 
of this amendment, be liquidated and the properties and facilities 
affected shall be sold, 

“Section 4, Three (3) years after the ratification of this amend- 
ment, the 16th Article of amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States shall stand repealed and thereafter Congress shall 
mot levy taxes on personal incomes, estates, and/or gifts."

Orleans issued injunctions 
against more than 700 elected 
officials of the State of Loui- 
siana including all of the mem- 
bers of the State Legislature 
forbidding them from carrying 
out their official duties. 

However, as of Jamary 18, 
when this paper goes to press, 
not one individual has been 
tried in court or has been put 
in jail for defying the injunc- 
tions of the Federal District 
Court, although the members of 
the Legislamre have contim- 
ously defied the court both by 
their legislative acts and by 
their public speeches, 

Why has the Federal District 
Court not brought all of the 
members of the Louisiana Legi-. 
slature into court to try them 
for contempt of the court*s in- 
junctions? Could it be that the 
Federal District Court is well 
aware that its injunctions 
against the Legislamre of the, 
State of Louisiana are illegal 
and unconstitutional? 

Backing up the State Legi- 
slature in its defiance of the 


anconstitutional acts of the Fed- 
eral District Court are the 


parents of the pupils who for- 
merly attended the two schools 
which were integrated by Court 
decree on November 14, This 
resistance on the part of the 
parents of the pupils who were 
attending these two public 
schools has made a mockery of 
the court’s efforts to forcibly 
integrate the public school sys- 
tern of New Orleans.

States: “The Congress shal] have power to enforce by appro riate 
legislation the provisions of this article.” 

Even though all Civil Rights bills since the Supreme Court de- 
cision of 1954 have carried amendments seeking to have Congress 
approve “by appropriate legislation” the provisions of this Supreme 
Court ruling, in each case Congress has refused w approve the 
Supreme Court ruling. Therefore, because Congress has not approv- 
ed ths Supreme Court decree in accordance with Section 5 of the 4th 
Amendment, the integration decree is not yet “the law of the land’*, 

Because the three Federal] District Judges based their injunction 
suit on a Supreme Court ruling which is not yet “‘the law of the land’’ 
the action by the three District Judges in New Orleans is un-Con- 
stitutional, 

(4) Amendment ‘10 of the United States Constitution states: **The 
powers not delegated to the United States by the Constimtion nor 
prohibited by it to the States are reserved to the States réspectively, 


or to the peopie.”" 


Nowhere in the Constitution is the matter of *‘educa 


se dis- 


cussed, The Constimtion does not give the United States the power 
to interfere with or control education in any way whatsoever, This 
right is reserved by the Constitution *‘to the States respectively, 


or to the people."” 


(5) One of the injunction suits by the Federal District Court was 
instituted by a local U. S, Attorney, All proposed Civil Rights bills 
in previous years have carried amendments which sought to give 
power to the U. S, Attorney General to instimte law suits, Congress’ 
has, inevery case, specifically defeated such an amendment, There - 
fore the U. S. Attorney General does not have the right to instimte 
law suits, And yet, in Louisiana, on November 30, we find that a 
mere local U. S, Attorney has taken it upon himself to institute a 
suit in the name of the United States of America enjoining the duly 
elected officials of the Sovereign State of Louisiana, THE INDE- 
PENDENT AMERICAN believes such action is not only illegal, 


but could be considered to be in contempt of 


Congress,

purposes through the sale of heroin and opium is not just the policy 
of one man in the Communist regime, It is the policy of the entire 
Communist regime in mainland China.” Anslinger told the UN 
Commission, “There is a close relation with the People’s Bank 
of China, both of which have loca] branches throughout the country, 
with special counters to handle loans, credits and mortgages for 
opium. The transportation of opium shipments is guarded by the 
armed forces,” 

Incoming shipments of raw opium from the countryside are 
analyzed and graded by the Shanghai Hygienic Department, just 
as eggs are candied and graded in New York or Chicago before 
shipment, 

When an internationa] narcotics contract is signed, through the 
Red China tobacco monopoly, the papers are mrned over to the

ary schools whose curricula meet standards 
established by a special national board of pro- 
fessors—instructors in academic subjects, not 
professors of ‘education. This would be in- 
tended to solve the longtime conservative 
dilemma of how, short of imposing Federal 
control, to force high schools to drop “‘prog- 
ressive’ education theories and return to clas- 
sical disciplines. 

MINIMUM WAGE: Sen. Goldwater current- 
ly qpposes proposals for a boost of the $1-an- 
hour minimum wage to $1.25 and extension of 
coverage to the now-exempted retail and serv- 
ice trades. For the future, he is considering 
pegging an increase in the minimum to pro- 
ductivity and the cost of living. There is'an out- 
side chance he might go along with dropping 
present exemptions from minimum wage cov- 
erage if coverage were withheld fromi workers 
whose wages are governed by union-negotiated 
contracts. This would emphasize protection for 
The Forgotten American, in this case the non- 
union worker. 

MEDICAL CARE: Sen. Goldwater currently 
opposes any Federal medical help for the 
aged. For the future, he is considering a plan 
of massive tax reductions for private organiza- 
tions providing cut-rate assistance for the 





DEPRESSED AREAS: Sen. Goldwater cur- 
-rently opposes any Federal help for regions of 
chronically high unemployment. Without em- 
bracing liberal plans for heavy Federal spend- 
ing to revive the aregs, he may in the future 
advocate outlays by Uncle Sam for retraining 
workers and subsidizing migration from heavy 
unemployment spots. Other possibilities: Addi- 
tional unemployment compensation benefits, 
conditional upon applying for job retraining; 
and some plan of helping depressed areas by 
tariff protection. 

Moreover, substantial shifts of position by 
Mr. Goldwater are implied in the manifesto. 
itself. Consider foreign aid, a favorite whipping 
boy for conservatives. Rather than resume the 
attack, the manifesto actually endorses aid for 
friends and allies and handouts for other na- 
tions “‘if it is clearly demonstrated that grant- 
ing it in actuality strengthens American secu- 
rity.’’ 

Or look at the treatment of Social Security. 
Instead of decrying Government old-age in- 
surance as the cornerstone of the welfare 
‘state, the new doctrine merely utters the 
hope that some day “Social Security will be- 
epme only a minor and supplemental source 
of ... support (for retired persons), the bulk of 
which will come from private plans established 
through private initiative and voluntary _par- 
ticipation."" 

A Change in Labor Policy 

The change in tone from past Goldwater 
doctrine is most subtle in labor policy, con- 
sidered the Senator’s specialty. Mr. Goldwater 
gained his early national reputation by con- 
,stant denunciations of compulsory unionism 
and union political action. Yet the manifesto 
condemns neither as such; it instead implies 
that they must not coexist. If union member- 
ship is compulsory, it argues, the union mem-

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More Aid | For Tito

It would appear that all Communist 
Yugoslavia’s Marshal Tito needs to do to 
gain American aid is to kick Uncle Sam 
in the teeth. 

No sooner had Tito acoused the United 
States of being the principal source of 
discord in the world and announced his 
alignment to Moscow in a speech before 
the Yugoslav Parliament than the State 
Department was announcing plans for a 
$100,000,000 program designed 
Yugoslavia’s economy. 

The rationalization for the proposal is 
that it will help bring about a trade and 
currency reform which will tie Tito econ- 
omically closer to the West. 

On the basis of the record of our deal- 
ings with Tito it would appear safe to as- 
sume that our capacity for self-deception 
knows no bounds. There is not a single 
issue worth mentioning on which Tito sees 
eye-to-eye with the Free World. He has 
viciously attacked our position in The 
Congo and demanded that the deposed 
leftist premier, Patrice Lumumba, be re- 
stored to power. More recently, he has 
attacked the Free World’s position in Laos, 
charging that “‘reactionary forces’’ have 
gained “‘open military support from Thai- 
land and some other Western countries”’ 
and warning that we are ‘‘kindling the fires 


to aid 


Yet, this bum, who orders unarmed 
American planes shot down and American 
civilians imprisoned on trumped up 
charges, nevertheless is being coddled and 
fawned over by Washington. 

We use the term “‘bum’”’ not because we 
delight in name-calling, but rather because 
we prefer to describe Tito accurately. 
Tito, one of the world’s foremost prose- 
cutors of religion, believes that anyone 
who teaches religion is an “enemy of the 
' He was the first of the Com- 
munist satellite dictators to imprison a 
Tanking ecclesiastic, The heroic martyr- 
dom of Aloisius Cardinal Stepinac of Za- 
greb will never be forgotten by those who 
love freedom. 

The AFL-CIO convention in 1955 ac- 
curately described Tito as one of the “‘re- 
prehensible foes of human dignity, de- 
cency, and liberty.” 

Nor has Tito disguised his loyalty to the 
Kremlin. He has never revoked or modi- 
fied his pledge, at Stalingrad, that “‘Yugo- 
slavia in time of peace as in time of war 
will march shoulder to shoulder with the 
Soviet Union.” 

Of the Soviet massacre of Hungarian 
Freedom Fighters, Tito said: “It is under- 
stood that if the latter saves socialism in 
Hungary, then, comrades, we will be able 
to say, although we are against the inter- 
vention, that Soviet intervention was nec- 


The last we heard the American people

Important sections of Ameri- 
ca are suffering economic de 
Pression, Key industries have 
died, or have moved to other 
Sections, or migrated to for- 
eign countries -- leaving unem- 
Ploymsnt and bread lines, 

In every case, programs of 
the federal government are pri- 
marily responsible. 

Foreign aid, which built the 
industria] and economic power 
of foreign nations at the ex- 
pense of Americans, placed 
such burdens on Americans that 
the cost of doing business in 
the United States skyrocketed, 
Foreigners, usihg the produc- 
tion facilities and skills which 
our government had given them, 
began to compete with Ameri- 
cans in all* the markets of 
the world, including the domes - 
tic American market -- and be- 
gan to capture those markets. 

American industries, unable 
to compete with foreign pro- 
ducts, started closing their Am- 
erican factories and moving 
abroad, The federal government 
encouraged this trend by giving 
special] tax privileges to Ameri- 
can firms going overseas, 

‘The foreign trade policies of 
the federal government also 
helped foreigners and handi- 
capped Americans, Foreigners, 
whose industries had been built 
with American tax money, kept 
up a high wall of tariffs to pro- 
tect their domestic markets 
against American goods; but our 
government, under the “reci- 
procal trade’* program opened 
ths doors for foreign goods to 
enter and capture the American 
market, 

The government’s agricul- 
tural programs are another 
reason for *“*depressed areas," 
After buying and storing agri- 
cultural products to keep prices 
so high that the products can- 
not be sold, our government 
tries to “‘solve’’ the surplus 
problem by giving the products 
away abroad -- where they be- 
come raw materials for for- 
eign factories, costing foreign- 
ers less than they cost Ameri- 
can factories. 

Federal “labor laws*’ have 


‘given big unions a monopoly 
“power enabling them to force 


industry-wide wage rises and 
cumbersome fringe benefits 
which have no relationship to 
productivity, and enabling them 
to institute feather-bedding, 
pay-roll padding practices 
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laws give workers and employ- 
ers some protection against 
union bosses, 

The heavy burden of taxes 
which American industry and 
American workers must carry 
for the government’s welfare 
programs at home add greatly 
to the cost of American pro- 
ducts, 

On top of all this is another 
tremendous burden to American 
industry; the cost of clerical 
work necessary to maintain 
records and make reports which 
a multitude of governmental 
agencies require in their super- 
vision of the appalling welter 
of governmental] programs, For 
example: forty years ago, only 
one American worker in 40 was 
engaged in “paper** work for 
American business, Now, one 
worker out of every six does 
paper work, 

By 1958, conditions had be- 
come so bad that politicians 
(whose programs had caused the

had a number of effects. 


It drew attention to the fact 
of the captivity of these peoples. 


It encouraged the 


exiles who fight for the liberation of their homelands. 

And to the subject peoples themselves, those who heard 
about it, the observance was a reminder of captivity 

and a stimulant to the hope of freedom. 

Now it has been proposed by Representative Daniel 
Flood of Pennsylvania that a special House. committee 
be set up in Congress to study the situation of the 
captive nations, and to study the ways in which the 
United States might help them to regain their freedom. 

This is a constructive idea. 

If there is to be a strategy for victory in the cold 
war, one of the things that must be done is to begin 
waging the cold war on the Reds’ own territory. As 
long as the Communists can concentrate their attention 
on the subversion of the free nations and the uncom- 
mitted ones, they have the advantage of initiative. If 
they can be forced to defend themselves against their 
own internal disruptive forces, this will be a step toward 
gaining the initiative for the free world.
